Report of the Board of Hduéation. 


Your Committee ask leave to report as follows :— 


At the time of our election last Autumn we found a new work 
on our hands. Three districts had just been united, a new 
school house was nearly ready for use, and a new order of things 
was to be instituted. We found that a great variety of text- 
books had been used in these three schools ; we determined that 
there should be uniformity. We therefore made the best selec- 
tion in our power, and introduced new books, at reduced rates. 
The publishers generously gave us a complete set of Outline 
Maps, a large Dictionary and a Globe. 


We divided the pupils into two departments, Primary and 
Grammar, the former containing 55 pupils, the latter 41. The 
Grammar School was entrusted to Miss Abbie M. Sargent, at 
$9.50 per week. The Primary to Miss Lizzie A. Chase, with > 
equal compensation. The term commenced December 2nd. The 
Grammar department has suffered from the ill health of the 
teacher. Miss Sargent was obliged to suspend school two or 
three days the first month, and after battling bravely against dis- 
ease, was compelled to give up her work near the close of the 
second month. 


Miss Sarah P. Comerford then took her place, and is now fin- 
ishing the term. Of the progress of this department it does not 
become us to report until the final examination has taken place. 

In the Primary department, Miss Chase has labored with 
slight interruption by sickness. Her success has been satisfac- 
tory to your Committee.

In order to preserve the house and furniture from defacement 
and injury, and assist in the order of the schools, we have had 
printed a list of regulations, for the use of all concerned, and 
have thus secured, in a considerable degree, the desired end. 


The term is expected to close March14. The Primary school 
will then have been in session fifteen weeks, and the Grammar 
school fourteen. This report is necessarily incomplete because 
the term is not yet closed. |

REPORT OF 


Superintending School Committee. 


The schools have been wholly conducted by females, and all 
of them have been very successful. A. large number of the 
teachers have had considerable experience, and, as a general 
thing, have tried to make their schools pleasant and useful. 

One of the great evils in our schools is the multiplication of 
Text-books. ‘This evil demands especial attention. I would 
recommend a uniformity of Text-books in our schools through- 
out the Town, so that the classification of the same may be 
improved.
